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General and Flag Officer
Quarters

The Assistant Secretary of the Navy (Financial Man-
agement and Comptroller) issued a memo dated 16
March 2000 that implements the Fiscal Year (FY)

2000 Military Construction Appropriations Act, Section 128
and the FY 2000 Department of Defense (DoD) Appropria-
tions Act, Section 8114. These provisions mandate that the
Family Housing, Navy and Marine Corps appropriations are
the exclusive source of funding for maintenance, repair, or
construction of all family housing units, including general
or flag officers quarters (GFOQ). No funding contained in
the DoD Appropriations Act may be used for performing re-
pairs or maintenance to family housing units, including ar-
eas in such units that may be used for the purpose of con-
ducting official DoD business. Specialized communication
equipment that is required by the occupant to perform his/
her military mission is not considered “repair maintenance.”
This type of equipment is primarily for secure communica-
tions, but could include a computer, video teleconferencing
capability, or other similar requirements. Any costs for infra-
structure that is “built-in” and becomes part of the housing
unit, such as wiring or fiber optics associated with the spe-
cialized communication equipment, would be charged to the
Family Housing appropriation. Only the specialized com-
munication equipment and its associated installation costs

FY 2000 DoD Appropriations Act
Section 8014 — A-76 Competition

The FY 2000 Department of Defense
(DoD) Appropriations Act, Section
8014, prohibits any expenditure of

funds after 25 October 1999 for contract-
ing out (A-76) DoD functions performed
by more than 10 civilian employees, until a
most efficient and cost-effective organiza-
tion analysis is completed and certification
of the analysis is submitted to the House
and Senate Committees on Appropriations.
Any expenditure or obligation of FY 2000
appropriated funds contrary to this general
provision may result in a violation of the
Antideficiency Act.

General Provisions restrict the use of ap-
propriations for many other purposes in
addition to this provision. You should re-
view all of the General Provisions of the
DoD Appropriations Act to ensure your
organization or command is in full compli-
ance.

may be charged to another appropriation. Specialized communication equip-
ment does not include normal telephone requirements.

The Fiscal Year (FY) 2000 Military Construction Appropriations Act, Section
128, also mandates that not more than $25,000 per unit may be spent annually
for the maintenance and repair of any GFOQ without 30 days advance prior
notification of the appropriate committees of Congress. Implementing guid-
ance for developing the annual report to Congress will be issued in separate
correspondence.

This limitation and associated reporting requirements apply to the residence
as well as associated other real property (e.g., garages, sheds, roads, driveways,
walks, utility systems, etc.) that are intended for the primary or exclusive use of
the residents of the assigned flag and general officers’ quarters. This includes
assigned grounds (e.g., front, back, and side yards). Grounds will be considered
to be assigned to the quarters if they are intended for the exclusive use of the
occupants. Additionally, these requirements apply regardless of whom is living
in designated flag and general officers’ quarters. This includes designated FGOQs
that are temporarily occupied by an unaccompanied flag or general officer or
non-Flag occupant.

FY 2000 DoD Appropriations Act
Section 8121 — Registering IT Systems

The FY 2000 Department of Defense (DoD) Appropriations Act, Sec-
tion 8121, requires all “mission critical and mission essential” (MC/
ME) information technology (IT) systems to have been registered with

the DoD Chief Information Officer (CIO) by 31 March 2000. Under this sec-
tion, no appropriated funds (including NWCF) are available after 31 March for
any MC/ME IT systems not registered. Therefore, any obligation or expendi-
ture of funds after that date for MC/ME IT systems that are not properly regis-
tered with the DoD CIO could result in a violation of the Antideficiency Act.
This requirement was disseminated by the Department of the Navy (DON)
CIO in a memorandum dated 9 February 2000.

As funding requirements are identified and processed for various IT systems,
their registration status should be verified. There are several options available to
do this. First, you can contact the system owners who should have updated the
DON CIO database. You can also contact your organization CIO office for
verification.

He has com-
manded at the squadron, air wing, carrier, and task force level, as well as the
Commander, U.S. SEVENTH Fleet. Additionally, VADM (Ret) McCarthy has
proven experience in the fiscal management and budgetary fields, to include the
$23 billion Naval Aviation Program as Head of Aviation Plans and Require-
ments (N880), DCNO (Resources, Warfare Requirements and Assessment),
and as the Director of Naval Research, Development and Acquisition (OP-98).
As the current Director of Naval Systems Integration for the Boeing Company,
he also brings significant industry experience to this position.

VADM (Ret) McCarthy’s appointment to this position represents another
step in the Navy’s renewed emphasis on the critical importance of developing
our professional financial managers. Over the past few years the Navy has wit-
nessed a slow, but steady erosion in the cadre of FM professionals, with many
military billets filled by untrained and inexperienced officers, ineffective insti-
tutional career paths for line officers, and inappropriate reorganizations. Not
surprisingly, this contributed to a wide range of financial management prob-
lems and irregularities with which we are now struggling. VADM (Ret)
McCarthy’s appointment to the Conrad Chair brings leadership and a wealth of
experience to this position and represents a continuing commitment on the part
of the OASN (FM&C) in strengthening the FM community.
